REMARKS: 

The November 18, 2003 Notice states that the Amendment filed on November 3, 2003 is 
considered non-compliant because the "Amendments To The Claims" section does not include a 
complete listing of all claims. 

In this regard, it is respectfully submitted that the Amendment filed on November 3, 2003 (a 
copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit "A") is not, in fact, non-compliant. 

More particularly, it is noted that as of the mailing date of the May 30, 2003 Office Action 
(to which the November 3, 2003 Amendment responded) the present application included five 
pending claims (Le., claims 13-17), 

Further, page 2 of the November 3, 2003 Amendment (containing the "Amendments To The 
Claims" section) included a listing of all five pending claims (i.e., a listing of the amended text of 
claims 13, 14 and 16 and a status identifier associated with each of claims 15 and 17 indicating that 
these two claims were cancelled). 

Thus, it is believed that the Amendment filed on November 3, 2003 is not, in fact, non- 
compliant. 

Nevertheless, in order to expedite prosecution of the present application, applicant submits 
herewith (as Exhibit "B") a replacement "Amendments To The Claims" section which specifically 
includes the heading "Listing Of Claims". 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the issue raised in the November 18, 2003 
Notice has been addressed and overcome. 

Favorable action on the merits is earnestly solicited.
